Chairman, Eddie Dean called the meeting to order and announced

that all Board members are present at today’s meeting.

IN RE: VIRGINIA DEPARTMENT OF TRANSPORTATION

In the absence of Donald Gore, Resident Engineer, Larry Fanton attended
the meeting and stated information has been received regarding the Revenue Sharing
Program pertaining to Route 702 that was very positive; also reported work is being
initiated on Turner Drive; a review is being initiated on the intersection of Route 29 and
Route 662 at Shelby to warrant whether a traffic light will need to be installed at the
location; mowing operations are being initiated on secondary roadways; completed
repairs at Kinderhook Road; Route 642 has a advertisement date of December 2008.

Larry Fanton also asked the Board to forward a letter to the Virginia
Department of Transportation to express the County’s interest in initiating involvement in
a Ride Share Program as verbalized by Bob Miller.

V. R. Shackelford, III, County Attorney stated he pulled a copy of the
agreement that was established on Route 702 which indicates “the improvements shall be
made and fully paid for no later than January 1, 2008 and “any unused funds will go
towards the maintenance of the roadway; he provided a copy of the agreement to Larry
Fanton for review and information.

Nan Coppedge, Director of Social Services, thanked the Board for
reappointing Ms. Barbara Breeding to the Social Services Board; she also advised her
office has had a bit of difficulty with the telephone system being hooked to a computer in
the office; however, a technician has made repairs to the system; she also advised that a
new booklet has been prepared by comprehensive services.
IN RE: MADISON CHAMBER OF COMMERCE

Tracey Williams, Tourism Coordinator, was present and stated there were

four (4) new members to the Chamber during the month; also have a new volunteer for a



couple of hours on Mondays; also spoke with a community services representative about
helping @ the Visitor Center; Business Appreciation Dinner and Business Expo were a
great success; attended GMMSP meeting and the Living Towns Workshop held in
Sperryville, Virginia; visitor center had (60) visitors in May — website had 6,173 hits
since last month; Heartland Choir Concern was a great success; sent out parade entries —
getting many back — now lining up trophy sponsors; April and website had (4,312) hits;
Music on the Lawn series began on June 4™ — Courtney Hollow Band will perform this
Thursday @ 6:30 p.m.; brochures for Taste of the Mountains Festival are being
distributed — will get poster and distribute and disperse press releases during the
upcoming month. In closing, she advised the premier of “Evan Almighty” will preview
shortly and hopes this will be more widespread — advised that several local citizens were
filmed as “extras” in the production.

Tracey Williams, Tourism Coordinator, also reminded the Board of the
upcoming appreciation dinner in honor of Fritz Brittain that has been scheduled for

Monday, June 18, 2007 at Graves Mountain Lodge beginning @ 6:30 p.m.

IN RE: MADISON COUNTY E-911

Robert Finks, E-911 Coordinator, provided the following report for the
month of May; (576) E-911 calls; (331) from regular telephones; (245) from cellular
phones; (25) alarm calls; (31) E-911 hang-up(s); (4) open lines; and (3) misdials; he
advised there have not been many replies received concerning the False Alarm Ordinance
— letters will start being sent out this month to property owners notifying them that fines

will be imposed.

Bob Miller suggested that a copy of the False Alarm Ordinance be posted
to the door of each residence and/or business when a false alarm call is handled by law

enforcement.

Clark Powers asked if there was a significant increase in the false alarm

calls during the past months, to which Robert Finks stated the calls are about the same.



Robert Finks stated there was no certain day in which there was a

significant amount of calls.

Clark Powers asked what effective actions have been taken since the False

Alarm Ordinance was passed.

Robert Finks stated a notice was advertised in the Madison County Eagle
to inform property owners they were to register by June 1, 2007; once property owners
register, they are to be imposed a fee of $100.00 after the third occurrence within a ninety

(90) day period.

Chairman, Eddie Dean advised it doesn’t appear to be any alternative

method in which the County can make property owners aware of the adopted Ordinance.

Robert Finks advised that he plans to send a registration form to the
property owners that he now has on record and a copy of the adopted Ordinance with the
warning that if the registration form isn’t completed and returned a $100.00 fee will be
imposed; however, no fine will be imposed if a completed registration form is returned to

his office.

Erik Weaver, Sheriff, advised his department will comply with the
suggestion made by Bob Miller, Board member; he also advised the number of Deputies
sent to false alarms depends on what time of alarm notification is received (i.e. burglary,
fire, etc.). He also advised the normal procedure calls for two (2) Deputies to respond to
these types of calls; however, he also stated that several property owners do not
permanently reside in Madison County and are unavailable when the Deputies respond to

the calls.

IN RE: EMERGENCY MANAGEMENT SERVICES

Carl Pumphrey, EMS Coordinator, provided a report of all activities for
the month of May 2007 which documented projects, responses, training and meetings

attended during the month.



IN RE: MADISON EMERGENCY MEDICAL SERVICES

Lewis Jenkins, EMS Coordinator, provided the following report for the
month of May 2007:

Lewis Jenkins advised that Jennifer Alexander was hired to fill an open
full-time position — she has finished her orientation and is already providing excellent
care to patients; an International Trauma Life Support (ITLS) training course was held @
the Firehouse with (12) EMS employees attending — this class spends (16) hours on
improving skills needed in order to take care of severely injured trauma patients — course
is also required for EMS personnel; Anthony Judkins completed the Pediatric Advanced
Life Support (PALS) course; also provided stand-by coverage during the month at the
Blue Grass festival and other County events. He also advised the current OMD is leaving
UVA to work in east Carolina.

James L. Arrington suggested new EMS personnel attend the Regular
Meetings to meet the Madison County Board of Supervisors, to which Lewis Jenkins
advised would have occurred today; however, an emergency call was received shortly

before the meeting began.

IN RE: MADISON COUNTY SHERIFF

Erik Weaver provided the following report for the month of May 2007:

5. Animal Control service calls: 121

Erik Weaver, Sheriff, advised that Animal Control has received calls for
domestic animals, raccoons and bears.

Erik Weaver, Sheriff, advised his department was also on duty three (3)
days during the Blue Grass festival for three (3) days; they will also provide security at
the County Fair, Tractor Pull and Annual County Parade.

Bob Miller, Board member asked about the increased number of calls to
Animal Control for bears within the County and whether these calls should be handled by
the Game Warden(s).

Erik Weaver, Sheriff, advised when the local Game Warden(s) are in
another part of the County when calls are received for bears, an Animal Control Officer is
normally sent; he also advised there has been a shortage of Game Wardens in the State
within recent months.

Erik Weaver, Sheriff, also advised per his conversation with Mr. Graves of
Syria, this has been a dry spring with limited vegetation in the mountainous areas — the
bears are coming into human habitats searching for food.

James L. Arrington asked if any of the increased calls were related to the
influx in the cat population.

Erik Weaver, Sheriff, stated there have been several calls at night for
domestic animals; he stated although there is an over abundance of cats in the County,
citizens are continuing to call Animal Control to deliver traps to residences.

Erik Weaver, Sheriff, advised the narcotics canine traveled to New York
during the past week and the bomb canine arrived on Friday; he is hoping the canine will
be certified and in service by the first of August 2007.

IN RE: MADISON COUNTY LIBRARY (Proposed Waiver of Building Permit Fee)

Chairman, Eddie Dean stated the Board received a letter from the Madison
County Library requesting that building permit fees be waived while they replace the roof
on the building.

Lisa Kelley, County Administrator, advised she was notified by Wes
Smith, Building Official, that he received a request regarding this issue; he also advised

the fee ($76.31) has been waived in the past for renovation to he Library and requested



the Board make a decision regarding this concern; however, the building permit was
issued so as not to cause a delay in the renovation work.

Bob Miller, Board member, suggested the Board establish a policy to be
utilized in the future pertaining to said request.

V. R. Shackelford, III, County Attorney advised the Board has waived
building permit fees in the past for community based organizations.

After discussion, on motion of William L. Crigler, seconded by Bob
Miller, the Board voted to waive the building permit fee totaling $76.31 for the Madison

REZONING APPLICATION

Chairman, Eddie Dean advised he received correspondence pertaining to
the rezoning application the County has presented to the Madison Town Council for the
Administration Center located at 414 N. Main Street in the Town of Madison.

Lisa Kelley, County Administrator, advised she has not received any

correspondence to date concerning the applications that have presented and was unsure as
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to why the rezoning request was addressed only; however, she feels this may indicate the
Madison Town Council plans to act on this particular request at their upcoming meeting
and will not act on the site plan at the same meeting - she also advised the Madison Town
Council must act on the County’s site plan request by July 7, 2007.

V. R. Shackelford, III, County Attorney stated that a notice was published
in the Madison County Eagle of the joint hearing request presented by the County for the
rezoning and site plan.

DELEGATE ED SCOTT

Chairman, Eddie Dean stated he received a letter from Delegate Ed Scott

regarding the recent discussion of Route 29 — further discussion will be addressed
pertaining to this concern at the Board Workshop scheduled for Thursday, June 28, 2007.

Chairman, Eddie Dean advised that a letter was received from Jacqueline

Chairman, Eddie Dean advised that a newsletter was received from the

William L. Crigler also advised the volunteer squad was on stand-by at the

Blue Grass Festival held at Grave’s Mountain Lodge.
IN RE: PUBLIC COMMENT

Jim O’Reilly of Wolftown was present and stated he forwarded a letter to
the Board suggesting a review be made of the Madison County Animal Control

Ordinance with regard to dogs running at large in Madison County.
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Lisa Kelley, County Administrator, advised the letter was received and the
Board members received copies of the letter during the Board Workshop that was held on
Thursday, May 31, 2007.

Jim O’Reilly stated he has been a victim of a dog bite while walking on
Route 662 in March — he stated he feels the County’s Ordinance should have restrictions
on dogs with tags that are allowed to run the County’s roadways and through
subdivisions. He feels it’s very inappropriate that people can be arrested for trespassing
on private property but law enforcement cannot do anything when stray dogs are on
private property unless the property owner (or private citizen) is bitten. He also made
reference to a letter that was published from a private citizen in which law enforcement
was thanked for their assistance during the Tour de Madison Bicycle Competition;
however, he also stressed the negative impact tourism would suffer in the event a cyclist
was severely injured by a stray dog committing an aggressive act.

V. R. Shackelford, III, County Attorney advised there is no leash law
enforced in Madison County and that dogs with tags are not required to be leashed;
however, he felt there was an exception for dogs in a subdivision.

Chairman, Eddie Dean advised Mr. O’Reilly the Board will review the
Ordinance as adopted; he also asked that V. R. Shackelford, III, County Attorney and
Lisa Kelley, County Administrator, review Animal Control Ordinances that are being
enforced in surrounding Counties and review policies in place.

V. R. Shackelford, III, County Attorney advised that an amendment was
done during the last review; however, he stated he was unsure if any of the contents
would be effective in remedying the problem as being outlined today; he also stated that
most surrounding Counties do not have a leash law.

James L. Arrington stated the Leash Law requires dogs to be contained on
a leash; however, the roaming of dogs is something that needs to be further addressed as
such a law in the rural area would not be a feasible option.

Jim O’Reilly stated his main concern is to keep dogs off private property
and from being a menace to citizens. He stated the best means possible to accomplishing
this should be determined by the pet owner. He also commented that if a dog is seen

chasing cattle, the cattle owner can fire upon the dog; however, if a dog is chasing a
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human being, this cannot be done. In closing, he asked to be kept abreast of measures the
Board takes to remedy this concern.

Chairman, Eddie Dean thanked Mr. O’Reilly for his letter and also for
attending today’s meeting

Stan Berns was present to discuss documentation he provided to the Board
regarding a petition presented to the Virginia Department of Transportation to request the
speed limit be lowered in the Village of Etlan, Virginia (from 55 mph to 35 mph) — he
stated the Virginia Department of Transportation responded with a suggestion the limit be
decreased to 45 mph which will be denoted in the area. Mr. Berns stated that several
citizens feel this is not most feasible option and does not offer much priority to “safety” —
therefore, he is requesting the Madison County Board of Supervisors assist with this
matter. In closing, Mr. Berns stated it appears the study conducted by the Virginia
Department of Transportation is “data driven” and not a “feet on the ground” approach to
the situation; therefore, he has provided photographs of similar situations and feels the
documentation presented is appropriate signage to attain an appropriate speed limit in
Etlan, Virginia; he also feels the survey did not take the “time of day” into consideration
(i.e. foot traffic, parking, increased traffic times, school bus drop off/pick-up).

Clark Powers stated he agreed there is a need to decrease the speed in the
Village of Etlan, Virginia due to numerous vehicles traveling from Syria; additional
reasons revolve around the time of year when the annual festival and other events are
taking place; therefore, he feels for these reasons, the speed reduction should be of
particular interest to Donald Gore of the Virginia Department of Transportation.

Chairman, Eddie Dean thanked Jim Berns for attending today’s meeting;
he stated this issue will be discussed at the Board’s July Regular Meeting scheduled for
July 10, 2007 beginning at 3:00 p.m. as the representative from the Virginia Department
of Transportation has already departed today’s session; therefore, Mr. Berns was invited
to attend the July Regular Meeting to present his concerns to Donald Gore at that time.

In closing, Chairman, Eddie Dean stated that although the Board does not
open for public comment at 3:00 p.m., citizens are encouraged to discuss issues with

Donald Gore of the Virginia Department of Transportation at 3:00 p.m.
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Stan Berns stated that he will compile all correspondence and present the
issue to Donald Gore at the July Regular Meeting of the Madison County Board of
Supervisors.

James Ballard was present and advised that he has decided to present his
comments to the Madison County Board of Supervisors at another time.

IN RE: KEMPER MANSION (Pre-Construction Meeting)

Lisa Kelley, County Administrator, provided an overview of the
construction meeting that took place at the Estes House; she advised a utility pole from
the northwest side of the Estes House property beside the garage; the plans call for the
site for a future generator in that location; additionally, grading will need to be done and
the electrical company is constructing a new easement/right-of-way agreement for the
new location of the pole and will need someone to sign off on the agreement once it is
ready to be moved. In closing, she asked if the Madison County Board of Supervisors
would authorize her to sign an agreement or designate a Board member to sign the
agreement which should be ready to be signed within the next few days.

Bob Miller asked if the pole will remain on County property after being
relocated, to which Lisa Kelley, County Administrator, responded it will; she also
advised there was some concern as to the pole needing to be moved further away which
would have resulted in the pole being situated on another citizen’s property; however, a
representative from the power company attended the pre-construction meeting and staked
another location — a new pole and guide wire will be utilized and the pole will only be
relocated a few feet from the original spot. Additionally, the relocation will allow for

additional space for the future generator to be placed at the site.
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Clark Powers verbalized concerns regarding the agreement and also about
the placement of a generator.

Lisa Kelley, County Administrator, explained the details of the agreement
(right-of-way/easement) and the process of designating a representative to sign this
agreement on behalf of the governing body (Madison County Board of Supervisors).

Chairman, Eddie Dean advised the generator will be installed during
Phase II of construction.

V. R. Shackelford, III, County Attorney, advised this request would not
create a problem.

After discussion on motion of William L. Crigler, seconded by James L.
Arrington, the Board authorized Lisa Kelley, County Administrator, to sign the
aforementioned agreement with the utility company to authorize removal of a utility pole
on the northwest side of the Estes House Property, with the following vote recorded:

IN RE: ESTES HOUSE RENOVATION

James L. Arrington asked about progress being made at the Estes House
and whether current renovations are on budget and on schedule.

Lisa Kelley, County Administrator, advised all work being completed to
date is on schedule; she advised there have been a few minor delays related to small
issues being encountered. She also advised the renovations are on budget with the
exception of a few minor details that have cropped up while digging was underway (i.e.
hit a rock during a recent dig) — a small cost was incurred to correct this problem. She
also advised there was some dampness discovered in the basement of the structure as a
result of the recent storm — corrective measures have been taken until the storm water
measures are all in place. She advised the project is running ahead of schedule and
testing will be initiated to ensure that water is not coming through the concrete slab or

other locations prior to any refinishing work being done.
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In closing, Lisa Kelley, County Administrator, stated there have been no
unusual surprises or cost adjustments encountered with this project.

IN RE: 2007-2008 BUDGET FOR MADISON COUNTY
Chairman, Eddie Dean stated the Board will vote on the proposed 2007-
2008 Budget for Madison County.

Chairman, Eddie Dean provided an overview of the comments on the
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proposed 2007-2008 Budget and the tax rate amount in the budget. He provided an
overview of the various tax rate adjustments during his tenure on the Madison County
Board of Supervisors; he stated when the Board decreased the real estate tax a few years
back, an adjustment was made to personal property tax which brought the County to a
one hundred percent (100%) assessment — prior to that time, personal property was
marked at one-fifth of the original value (i.e. $8.00 personal property tax was changed to
$1.60 after the adjustment); he noted although a change was made in the personal
property tax rate in 2005, the rate has remained the same for the past two (2) years. He
stated an amendment was added to personal property tax which denoted a change for the
value of farSm machinery after seven (7) years — in 2006, the County changed the limit
from seven (7) years to six (6) years; and this year the time will be decreased to five (5)
years for farm machinery (i.e. farm machinery that taxes have been paid on for five (5)
years will be taken off the tax rolls).

Chairman, Eddie Dean also noted the Madison County Board of
Supervisors is recommending a change in how the value of automobiles is set; he stated
since his tenure on the Madison County Board of Supervisors, the assessed value for
automobiles was the fair market value based on the NADA Blue Book in January of the
year the tax was prepared; however, this year, the Madison County Board of Supervisors
is recommending the assessed value of automobiles be the “trade in” value listed in the
January NADA Blue Book for tax year 2007.

In closing, Chairman, Eddie Dean stated if local citizens should see a
decrease in their taxes if they are still utilizing the same automobile(s) and/or farm
machinery, and living in the same home, they should see a decrease in their tax bill;
however, those who have purchased more expensive property(ies) than they previously
owned one year ago will see a noted increase in their tax bill.

James Hale was present and stated he was informed by the assessor from
Blue Ridge Appraisals, Inc. that his real estate assessment was too high.

Chairman, Eddie Dean advised there will be a Board of Equalization who
will be made available to discuss any citizens’ concerns pertaining to the assessment;
however, he advised at the present, figures are not available as the amount is based on the

latest sale to take place in Madison County which will probably not be determined until
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October/November.

In closing, Chairman, Eddie Dean advised there is information on ratios;
therefore when a determination is made regarding land value(s), this information will be
multiplied out and produce an improvement value (i.e. values have not yet be assigned
due to the fact the most recent data must utilized).

James Hale verbalized concerns over the housing rates in Madison
County.

Chairman, Eddie Dean stated the County could generate the same amount
of funding without having a change in the tax rate; he advised there is normally an
increase which initiates a decrease in rates; however, if there is a decrease, the County

would be justified in having an increase in taxes to generate the same amount of funding.

tax ordinance if applicable).

Chairman, Eddie Dean advised the Board will now hold a Public Hearing
to discuss an Ordinance to Impose a Fee in Criminal and Traffic Cases for the Funding of
Courthouse Security Personnel (increase court fee from $5.00 to $10.00); he advised this
request is in line with guidelines that were adopted by the Virginia House of Delegates &
Senate and also signed by the Governor of Virginia.

V. R. Shackelford, III, County Attorney advised the money collected must
go towards offsetting the cost of courthouse security only.

Chairman, Eddie Dean asked if all funding collected would go into one
“pool” or does Madison County receive only funding that is collected in Madison
County.

V. R. Shackelford, III, County Attorney advised that all fees collected in
Madison County will be provided to Madison County — he advised that some Counties
may not have adopted said Ordinance.

ORDINANCE TO IMPOSE A FEE IN CRIMINAL AND TRAFFIC CASES FOR

IN RE: WOODBERRY FOREST SCHOOL (BOND FINANCING REQUEST)

V. R. Shackelford, III, County Attorney advised he has been contacted by
a representative of Woodberry Forest School in regards to a capital improvement project
they are planning (bond financing) and should be ready to present to the Madison County
Board of Supervisors at the August meeting. He advised that Madison County has a
funding cap for bond financing totaling $10,000,000.00; however, in the event the
County had a project in which bond financing was to be used during the calendar year,

this would use some of the cap. He advised that Woodberry Forest School would like to
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use the entire cap providing the County has no other projects and the total financing will
be about $12,000,000.00 — the additional $2,000,000.00 will be utilized from surplus
from other Counties through a state mechanism.

Additionally, V. R. Shackelford, III, County Attorney advised the total
amount of the bond issue will be about $12,000,000.00 and the procedure will involve
Woodberry Forest School presenting their request to the IDA (Industrial Development
Authority) and then present their case before the Madison County Board of Supervisors
for approval. He also advised this does not involve the full faith of Madison County in
any manner; however, the County must be certain there are no other projects that might
utilize the “cap” funding. He stated a new $10,000,000.00 will be made available as the
“cap” for 2008.

In closing, V. R. Shackelford, III, County Attorney advised such funding
has been utilized for Madison Wood Preservers about five (5) years ago and the Luster
Group; however, the most recent project was also completed by Woodberry Forest
School about three (3) years ago.

William L. Crigler asked in the event the County would like to reserve a
portion of the $10,000,000.00 cap for a project, will the Woodberry Forest Schools be
able to collect additional funding through another source, to which V. R. Shackelford, III,
County Attorney stated could probably been achieved; however, he was uncertain if the
County had any projects in the works at the present time.

V. R. Shackelford, III, County Attorney asked if the Board desired to
discuss rezoning issues pertaining to the Madison Transfer Station.

Lisa Kelley, County Administrator, advised this issue will be discussed
during the Board Workshop Session.

James Hale asked if there was any further decision made about the
Criglersville Elementary School.

Chairman, Eddie Dean advised the Board has received an offer and hopes
to be advertising something regarding the disposition of the facility.

V. R. Shackelford, III, County Attorney advised that a Public Hearing will
be scheduled to advise the citizens of Madison County.
